In his opening address, Robert W. 
Bingham, publisher of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, who is chairman of 
the council, condemned the present 
movement for surplus control legisla- 
tion, arguing that the inadequate re- 
turns of agricultural producers are not 
due to the low price of the export sur 
plus on the world market, but to the 
lack of organized selling by the farm- 
ers. He urged a thorough trial of co- 
operative marketing before any other 
remedy for the ills of the farmer is re- 
sorted to. 

Majority Against Bingham... 

Mr. Bingham's pronouncement was 
approved, apparently, by only a mi- 
nority of the council and tonight the 
advocates of surplus control are busy 
preparing resolutions and other forms 
of reply to the chairman’s argument. 
Tearing that if the strict purpose of 
discussing cobperative marketing be 
departed from. and the surplus con 
trol pfeblem discussed, the conference 
would te here till the cows come home. 
Permer Gov. Frank O, Lowden of IIli- 
nois, who takes issue with Judge Ping 
ham, counseled the delegates to at- 
tempt no-’resoluting on the surplus 
question. 

In the meantime the editors of a 
score of agricultural papers met with 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine to

Straw Briquettes 
Good, Smokeless 


Fuel, Tests Show 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

Grain growers may soon be able to 
add more dollars to their returns on 
wheat and aid the smoke nuisance of 
cities by pressing straw into briquettes 
to be burned as coal or wood, Success- 
ful experiments have just been com- 
pleted out in the great wheat belt of 
Kansas, where it is found that the 
heat value of straw can be conserved 
instead of allowing it to burn in the 
stack by the tons as is commonly the 
fate of the material blown from the 
thrashing machines. 


2. 

When tested in steam heating plante at 
the Manhattan agricultural station, 60 to 70 
per cent of the heat content of the straw 
was utilized, the efficiency comparing favor- 
ably with that of wood tested under the 
same conditions. 

To put the straw in convenient form to 
be utilized as fuel, Sanders of the station 
used a baling chamber 6x8 inches in cross- 
s@ction, using an ordinary hay baler that 
ordinarily turns out bales 14x18 inches in 
cross-section. The pressure of the baler 
where the reduced size chamber is used is 
833 pounds to the square inch.

It is estimated by the investigator that if 
the wheat straw in an average year were 
baled and used for fuel, Kansas alone would 
have 5.000.000 tons of briquettes, equal to 
Sa tons of wood or 500,000 tons of 
coal.
